| have occasionally heard people 
bemoaning the fact that we live in a 
country without heroes. The argu- 
ment goes something like this: Cana- 
dians are too self-critical and humble, 
we ignore greatness in our midst and 
thereby discourage it. The result is 
a bland history and culture, and a 
tendency to look south with envy 
upon George Washington, John 
I DeLorean, Oliver North and all the 
other “Great American Heroes”. 

First of all, we do have Canadian 
heroes. They may be disabled mara- 
thoners rather than military men or 
corporate moguls, but they are 
heroes all the same. 

Also, our history is littered with 
others closer to fitting the American 
hero mold, people such as Wolf and 
Montcalm, Simon Fraser, Wilfred 
Laurier, or Sir Frederick Banting. We 
also have somewhat more offbeat 
heroes like Sir John A. MacDonald, 
Louis Riel and Dr. Norman Bethune. 

Even if we didn’t have heroes, 
there are more serious national 
crises needing attention. Rather than 
a Sign of social malaise, I'd like to in- 
terpret our relative lack of heroes as 
evidence of a culture based on 
realism and perhaps a touch of skep-

hat an absurd country this 
is! The only way to pull off 
major jazz festivals in the 


thin ribbon of settlement hugging the 

~ American border (OK, OK, except for 
Edmonton) is to hold them simultan- 
eously all across Canada. Then the 
foreign artists, who remain the 
mainstay of audience drawing power, 
can appear one day in Victoria, the 
next day in Vancouver, and so on 
through ‘Edmonton, Toronto, and 
Montreal, minimizing the cost to the 
individual festival of bringing them in. 
This is fine, except that’ I'd love to 
spend ten days in Vancouver, then 
nine days in Victoria, then a week in 
Edmonton, and so on. That’s how 
you really get the flavor of jazz, see- 
ing it performed live over a period of 
time, seeing a variety of performers 
and a variety of performances by par- 
ticular performers. Then you get the 
perspective necessary to really 
understand what the artist is trying to 
achieve, and whether or not she/he 
does achieve or is even capable of 
achieving it. 

Actually, Victorians are probably 
better positioned to achieve this 
perspective than most. If you can af- 
ford a few ferry trips and you're a 
whiz at creative scheduling and you

can get a week off work, you'll be 
able to see some of your favorites a 
number of times. 

We'll start with Victoria. The 
festival, run by the Victoria Jazz 
Society, is vastly expanded this year, 
representing the fundraising and 
organizational efforts of local volun- 
teers. The fickleness of Victoria au- 
diences is signified by the fact that 
fewer than half of the performers play 
what would normally be thought of as 
jazz. Repeated losses when present- 
ing straight ahead or modern jazz has 
traumatized the Jazz Society to the 
extent that sneaking it in as part of 
a package is the strategy they have 
adopted in the hope of persuading 
Victorians to develop the habit of ac- 
tually attending jazz concerts. 
Whether it will work or not, only time 
will tell. 


As in previous years, there will be 
three days of performances in Market 
Square. Friday night, June 26, the 
headliners are Vancouverites Phil 
Dwyer and Skywalk. Saturday is latin 
night, with Brazilian guitarist Celso 
Machado, who with brother Carlinho 
thrilled audiences at last year’s 
festivals, and 8-piece Seattle salsa 
group Bochinche. Sunday night 
brings blues aces Katie Webster and 
Clarence “Gatemouth” Brown. There

will also be free performances on 
Saturday and Sunday afternoons, in- 
cluding Vancouver’s Paul Plimley Trio 
and Shannon Gunn Quintet, and Vic- 
toria’s own Miles Black Quintet. 

Then things move to the Alhambra 
for six nighttime performances. 
Things open Monday, June 29, with 
an intriguing double bill of Celso 
Machado and Ran Blake, whose solo 
pianistics reveal a rare combination 
of wit, intellect and emotion. Tuesday 
night brings the Romaniacs, four 
crazy Canadians who play what they 
call ‘‘ethno-fusion — a mixture of 
swing jazz, the Hot Club of France, 
pop clonings and gypsy soul.” 
Should be fun. Wednesday night is 
the highlight for me, with the ap- 
pearance of Bassdrumbone. Com- 
posed of trombonist Ray Anderson, 
bassist Mark Helias, and percus- 
sionist Gerry Hemingway, this trio of 
relatively young but widely ex- 
perienced musicians, who all lead 
groups on their own, has been play- 
ing together for ten years of growing 
critical and public acclaim. This is 
music that takes some chances and 
delivers! 

Thursday night is all-Canadian. Jon 
Ballantyne is a young pianist whose 
group has won acclaim and awards 
in both Canada and abroad. He’s 
sharing the bill with Toronto-based 
zanies the Shuffle Demons, who I’m 
sure won a lot of fans with their Open 
Space appearance last fall. Fu- 
sioneers Cabo Frio are on Friday 
night, and things wrap up on Satur- 
day with percussionist Bill Bruford’s 
new group Earthworks. Familiar to 
most for his work with such groups 
as Yes, Genesis, and King Crimson, 
Bruford has recruited three of the 
finest young British jazz musicians; 
the results should prove outstanding. 

The tickets, which go on sale June 
5, are very reasonably priced. A 
three night package for Market 
Square (386-2241 ):costs $25, and 
a six night package for the Alhambra 
is only $50. $75 for nine nights is an 
outstanding price by any standards. 

Vancouver's situation is much dif- 
ferent. from Victoria’s. The Coastal 
Jazz and Blues Society has been 


able to raise a budget of over 


$300,000, and the combination of © 


years of hard work by dedicated 
volunteers and a thriving local com- 
munity of jazz musicians centered 
around the New Orchestra Workshop 
means the organizers can take a lot 
of chances in their programming. 
Last year’s Dumaurier Jazz Festival 
had one of the outstanding lineups of 
any festival in North America. This 
year they have taken a different tack, 
probably more rewarding for the au- 
dience, bringing in younger per- 
formers who have the talent and the 
experience, but not as yet the big 
reputations of last year’s headliners. 
Between June 26 and July 5 there 
will be hundreds of musicians from 
Canada, the U.S., Brazil, and Europe 
performing at four concert locations 
and five nightclubs, as well as at free 
concerts scattered throughout Van- 
couver. Then there’s a series of 
workshops co-ordinated by the New 
Orchestra Workshop, and on July 
3 - 5, more than 40 groups will be 
appearing free at three stages in the 
Plaza at the B.C. Complex from 
6 - 10 p.m. on Friday and noon - 10 
p.m. on Saturday and Sunday! 

It’s hard to know where to begin 
describing the performers, who of 
course include all those appearing in 
Victoria. One of the outstanding 
features is the lineup of Canadian 
musicians, from Vancouverites like Al 
Neil and Lunar Adventures to well- 
known Torontonians Ed Bickert and 
Rob McConnell. The series at the 
Commodore includes big names like 
singers Katie Webster and Etta 
James (on the same bill!), Peter Ap- 
pleyard and his band of Goodman 
alumni, fusioneers John Scofield, 
Michael Brecker, and Skywalk, and 
blues up-and-comer Jeff Healey. July 
83rd at the Orpheum features an in- 
teresting double bill of Bruford’s 
Earthwords with Abdullah Ibrahim’s 
Ekaya, a big hit at last year’s festival, 
and the next night McConnell and 
Bickert back up legendary jazz singer 
Carmen McRae. 

An adventurous series at the Van- 
couver East Cultural Center begins 
June 28th with the fascinating duo of 
Houston Person (who played the 
Alhambra some months ago) and Ran

t seems like paradise to those Vic- 
i torians who feel trapped in a 

cultural backwater. For others, it 
is a great opportunity to stock up on 
topics for pretentious party-talk. It’s 
also an invigorating annual shot-in- 
the-arm for the local entertainment 
scene. It’s the 5th Annual Victoria In- 
ternational Film Festival, at the Roxy 
theatre for three film-packed weeks 
in June. 

Co-produced by UVic’s Cinecen- 
ta and the Victoria International Film 
Festival Society, this year’s schedule 
is filled with 38 different movies to be 
shown over a 21 day period. Sixteen 
countries are represented in the 
Festival, including the U.S. (six films), 
Australia (five), Sweden (four), 
Canada, China, West Germany and 
Great Britain (three each) and The 
Netherlands, France, South Africa, 
Argentina, Spain, Mexico, Italy and 
Belgium (one or two from each).

As Victoria’s only corrugated tin 
theatre, the Roxy is unique, but not 
an ideal site for the Festival. 
However, many film fanatics are 
prepared to settle for orange crates 
in somebody’s basement if that’s the 
only way to see recent top-quality in- 
ternational films. 

Among many Festival highlights is 
the Dutch film The Assault, winner 
of the 1986 Academy Award for best 
foreign film. The brilliant American 
comedienne and actress Lily Tomlin 
is featured in a movie appropriately 
titled: Lily Tomlin. For those with a 
yen for serious political film, Place of 
Weeping explores the oppression of 
South Africa and the inevitability of in- 
creased violence in that nation. 
Mother Theresa (Great Britain) was 
filmed over a five year period in ten 
countries over four continents. It is 
reported to be both intense and 
Stirring.

Other films that look particularly in- 
teresting are Kangaroo (Australian), 
based on the D.H. Lawrence novel;

the United States. The programme 
deals with international issues such 
as arms control and the Third World. 
At present, it is aired on a semi- 
regular basis during Friday Night 
Specials. 


MAXIMUM ROCK ’N ROLL: In a 
musical vein, another “imported” pro- 
gram that could be part of CFUV’s 
Fall schedule is the magazine-format 
syndicated radio counterpart to the 
well-known punk fanzine. An hour in 
length, this show has been produc- 
ed in California for eight years.

Faust 
Munic & Elsewhere 
(Recommended — U.K.)

Faust were one of the most impor- 
tant and influential of all the European 
groups of the ’70’s. The Residents, 
P.I.L., Throbbing Gristle and many 
others owe Faust a great deal for 
their ground-breaking work with elec- 
tronics, tapes and found sounds. 


In early 1971 the six members 
came together in an old schoolhouse 
in the north German countryside, 
which became both their home and 
sound laboratory for the next two 
years. Out of that schoolhouse and 
two years came four LPs of some of 
the most intense and authentically in- 
novative music in rock’s history. 


Faust’s music is probably best 
described as sound collage, holding 


a sort of eccentric progressive style, 
but lacking the heavily-produced 
finish of most groups associated with 
progressive rock. If that can be seen 
as a fault, it is more than compen- 
sated for by their spontaneity, and 
the pure emotion their music gives 
off. 

In 1973 Faust disappeared, and

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now — just over 13 years later — 
they have returned from the dead. 
Munic & Elsewhere spans this gap of 
silence between 1973 and 1986 
with previously unreleased (circa 
Faust V) and new material. The two 
lengthy “Munic” pieces that cover 
over half the album are reminiscent 
of the pulsing sounds of works like 
“Krautrock” and “Why Don’t You Eat 
Carrots”, and the four remaining 
shorter tracks range from demented 
sixties style pop songs to short Faust 
Tapes-style montages. It all adds up 
to some incredibly wild and varied 
listening — and as with all Faust 
records, it is infectious listening, pull- 
ing the adventurous in with each 
play. ‘ 

For those of you who know and 
love the Faust of old, | think you owe. 
it to yourselves to pick this one up.

NOMEANSNO 
Sex Mad 
(Alternative Tentacles U.S./ 
Psyche Industry Records)

This is a good record. It provides 
an overview to the different styles 
and moods of a band which has 
become somewhat of a legend 
(almost) in the Victoria music scene. 
. Side one presents the newer and, | 
think, the more exciting Nomeansno 
— the Nomeansno of speed, volume, 
and power. Exemplifying this are the 
title track, ‘‘Dad’’ (my personal 
- favorite on the record) and “Dead 
Bob” (although the aforementioned 
is a bit drawn out and noisy). Also in- 
cluded are the instrumental “Obsess- 
ed,” “No FGCNUIK” (Gee, what 
does that mean kids?), and the new 
and less exciting version of “Love 
Thang,” (substituted by the boffo 
“Hunt the She Beast” on the Psyche 
Industry copy), which originally ap- 
peared on last year’s Random 
Thought compilation. The original 
was more noisy and annoying which 
| like better than the poorly mixed re- 
cent rendition. 
Side two presents the lighter side 
of Nomeansno (if there is such a 


thing) and includes the band classics 
“Self Pity” and “Metronome,” along 
with “Long Days,” an interesting tune 
about wasting time (I think) and 
“Revenge,” which rounds off the 
L.P. nicely. Jazzy bass and drums 
dominate most of this side, more 
where Nomeansno has been than 
where they’re going (I hope). This is 
where my biggest complaint about 
this record comes in: | like it, but after 
listening to it a while | had the feel- 
ing that | associate with a record I've 
bought when | know most of the 
songs. True, for a first American 
release this is irrelevant because 
few, if any Americans would know 
Nomeansno as well as localites. But 
still, | think it detracts from the album. 
Anyhow, with the domestic release 
now out and in stores for a reason- 
able price, it should be a must for 
anyone who liked Nomeansno in the 
past, or even those who haven't ex- 
perienced them yet. * 


Voi Vod 

Killing Technology 
(Noise/Cobra Records)

| want to make one thing clear at 
the start: | hated the first two slabs 
of Voi Vod vinyl (War and Pain and 
Roar!). | approached this album with 
caution, not knowing whether I’d be 
impressed or depressed with what | 
heard. Voi Vod are a band you either 
love or hate, and I’ve always been on 
the negative side of the spectrum. 

What did | think? Well, Killing 
Technology is an improvement over 
earlier Voi Vod releases. The band 
have adopted a cleaner sound which 
works better than their earlier “wall 
of noise” approach. This change is 
partly due to the greatly improved 
production on Killing Technology. 
You can actually understand some of 
Snake’s vocals on this album! 
Amazing! 

The band have more of a metal 
sound now, though there are still 
hardcore influences to be heard. 
Musicianship has taken a step for- 
ward, especially in the drumming 
department. The guitar work still 
does nothing for me though. 

In case you were wondering, Voi 
Vod come from Quebec, where they 


have a sizable following. Killing 
Technology has seven songs which 
range in quality from average to in- 
credible (listen to ‘This is Not an Ex- 
ercise” or “Ravenous Medicine” and 
tell me what you think!) Fast, intense, 
and definitely listenable, I'd recom- 
mend Killing Technology to anyone 
willing to try something musically 
different. * 


Lee Perry 

The Best of Lee Perry 
and the Upsetters, Vol. 2 
(Pama — UK)

This album is the latest of another 
Lee Perry and the Upsetters series, 
which is not to be confused with 
similar Trojan or Heartbeat releases. 
The twelve songs date back to the 
Upsetters’ formative years (late ’60s) 
and represent a classically eccentric 
slice of Perry’s incredibly prolific 
career. The bulk of the album is in- 
strumental, featuring Perry’s unique 
blend of Booker T soul and rock 
steady rhythms. Most of this sounds 
like wonderfully twisted muzak with 
a punch. Jerry Dammers, through his 
various Two-Tone Specials incarna- 
tions, has tried to imitate Perry, but 
with limited success. 

Perry’s demented genius shines 
on such tunes as ‘X-Ray Vision”, 
“Prove It”, and the proto-slackness 
“Goosy’’, sung by an unknown Sat- 
chmo imitator. The Barrett brothers 
(drum and bass) display a rough and 
ready energy which foretells their 
later metamorphosis into the crack 
Wailers band. The Upsetters ex- 
emplify reggae’s original garage band 
ethos, and Perry is reggae’s most 
colourful proponent of do-it-yourself 
musical wizardry.

funny. These days a lot of places 
have condom machines in the rest- 
room, but where else have they had 
not one but two condom machines 
(Different flavors?

Who knows how many 
meaningless transient relationships 
have been formed, how many mar- 
riage vows trampled in the history of 
the Sting? Well, it’s hard to imagine 
that anyone would want to throw 
away that kind of heritage, but those 
who run the Strathcona hotel com- 
plex have decided that nothing will 
stand in the way of progress, er, | 
mean profits. | guess the meat 
market business just isn’t what it us- 
ed to be, what with AIDS and the 
New Morality and all that. 

So, anyway, | hear there’s going to 
be live alternative music at the Sting. 
Hmm, | say to myself. And then | hear 
that the first band will be those zany 
guys, those satraps of satire, the 


Beatles of Surrey, No Fun. This is . 


starting to sound interesting. And 


then | hear they are going to do a 
concept show, “Music is Love: A 
Celebration of Rock and Roll’s drug 
heritage.” This is starting to sound 
like a quintessential Victoria 
experience. * 


So, | enter the Sting for the first 
time in more years than | care to 
remember. The narrow stairway 
allowing those going in to rub their 
bodies against those going out is still 
the same. On first sight the crowd is 
still the same too, people whose idea 
of intellectual exertion is, depending 
on their sex, either remembering how 
many Rocky movies there have been 
or being able to name every shade 
of nail polish. But then | espy little 
pockets of cool, hip, totally suave 
people. You know, CFUV types. 

By the time the music starts (put- 
ting an end to the absolutely ex- 
ecrable intermission music), it’s 
about half-and-half, the CFUV types 
gathered around the stage, and 
mostly at the back, the Sting 
regulars, distinguished by artificial 
tans (gotta get that skin cancer hap- 
pening) and fake blond hair on the 
women and Hawaiian shirts on the 
men. By the end of the second song, 
the battle lines have been drawn. The 
Regulars talk as loudly as possible 
during the quiet parts, while those at 
the front tell them to “Sssssh’’. It’s 
a darn good thing that there deve- 
loped a demilitarized zone between 
the two.camps. I’m not kidding. 
There was literally an aisle between 


the two groups which One Dared Not 
Cross. Being an intrepid reporter, 
however, | took. my life in my hands 
and did a little undercover work. By 
sitting among the Regulars, | 
discovered that satire is definitely not 
appreciated by those who frequent 
disco meat markets, not at all. The 
only thing they liked about No Fun 
was the Gorgo ads. Commercials, 
they could deal with. It’s just like TV. 

One of the most fun things was 
watching groups of Regulars come in 
during the evening. They would ad- 
vance 20 feet or so into the room, 
look around, and puzzled expres- 
sions would appear on their faces as 
it dawned that “something's different. 
There’s weird, people singing weird 
music on stage, and there’s all these 
other people who don’t have artificial 
tans or perms or gold chains or any- 
thing!” They would look at each other 
in dismay, and either leave or scurry 
to the safety of like people in Their 
section. | still haven’t figured out, 
though, the woman who, soon after 
arriving, yelled out, “What is this? | 
come here expecting jazz and | get 
some kind of religious: stuff!”’. 

A classic confrontation this, the 
two solitudes of Victoria nightlife ex- 
posed in all their glory. Too bad the 
upshot was No Fun getting fired. And 
then Red Tide was fired. And then 
the Screaming Sirens were cancell- 
ed. And then Brilliant Orange was 
cancelled...
